In reflecting on the interesting concept on what service might mean to each can emphasize the 
passing generation, Ridley is very proud of the ultimate sacrifice given in the need to insist on 
bloodshed by no less than 144 members of the school over two world wars. Yet, exolaalaalelalitclarclanxerel cy 
and this is striking, the Second World War is now a distant spectre for present 
day Ridleians; two generations ago with the final remnants of those who knew it 
well nearly all dead, the concept of “ultimate” service remains alive in our Remembrance Day observance and 
our continued support of the Vimy Foundation. With another Ridleian chosen to be a part of this and the Head 
of Social Sciences, Derek Dunkley ‘88 being the central Master in charge so we hope to remain grounded in this 
important observation. There can be no doubt that a visit to any battlefield presents a new perspective to all 
those interested in just what it means. 








“Terar dum Prosim’” demands a total dedication. The ground on which such a sentiment stands continues to be 
reinterpreted. From Ridley’s curricular perspective the ideals of the International Baccalaureate emphasize com- 
munity, action and service (CAS) and thus fits our motto. However, Ridleians continue to be aware of the fact 
that there is a wider consciousness of service beyond the numerical requirement to complete a number of set 
hours. The price of both leadership and privilege is one where the mind is trained to give back. 


At the apex of a Ridley student's career comes the appointment of Prefect. Prefects are role models and wearing 
the coveted white jacket is a badge of both example and service. Many pupils beyond the basic 15 to 20 chosen 
each year are worthy of choice but numbers are necessarily limited. Hence, those lucky enough to be chosen 
take on a responsibility with the burden of scrutiny and comment. Some may take more time to grasp just what 
the road to service really means but there is no doubt that most respond extremely well to the demands made of 
them. 


In 2007 the clinical psychologist, Oliver James, wrote Affluenza. Specifically it concentrated on “the doomed 
search for material success”. One key conclusion is that earnings cannot be the means to a material end. Essen- 
tially schools are responsible for producing inquiring minds, not exam factories dominated by tests and targets. 
The great advantage for a boarding school like Ridley is that it can emphasize the need to insist on communitar- 
ian goals. Specifically an emphasis on service helps to develop self-discipline. It promotes competent, excellent 
citizenship and creates a delight in the educative process as a whole. Gandhi once said “You must be the change 
you wish to see in the world”. Ridley’s timeless tradition of being consumed in service is a reminder of the sense 
of purpose we wish to draw out.

Ridley College belongs to a number of associations which help inform our professional 

competency. Initially there is the Conference of Independent Schools based in Ontario (CIS). 
: On a wider scale our national association is with Canadian Accredited Independent Schools 
| (CA+IS). Wider still, Ridley is an interested partner in the National Association of Independent 
| Schools (NAIS) and The Association of Boarding Schools (TABS). Finally, at a global level we be- 








long to the Headmasters’ and Headmistresses’ Conference (HMC) as an international member of 
this UK organization, also the International Baccalaureate Organization (IBO) and, from this summer we 
have been one of only two Canadian Schools to be asked to join the World Leading Schools Association (WLSA). 


The World Leading Schools Association represents 50 schools from China and 50 from the West. A recent confer- 
ence in New York, Leading Schools Leading Global Change emphasized the nature of our migrant world. Whilst 
2.9 million Chinese students crossed borders in 2006 to attend school or college trans-nationally, this figure will 
have reached 8 million by 2025. The implications of this are very clear. Admissions credentials are going to need 
far greater understanding both so that they are meaningful and so that there is some degree of quality control. 
Practical solutions will be needed in assessing Chinese transcripts. Residential or “pastoral” care will be increas- 
ingly important to assuage levels of misunderstanding, bafflement and mistrust. If one believes that “education 
is the door of freedom” then this organization has a vital role to play. We are delighted to be associated with 
many of the greatest schools around the world in being part of this key new organization. 


There was much reflection on what education in 2031 will be like. By then we will need a cooperative system 
where best practice and key projects are shared. The digital divide may be something of a concern right now and 
much work will be done towards promoting maximum technological opportunities. Globalization will continue 
to impact and greater breakthroughs in terms of exchange need to be made morte effective. In preparing for this 
there has to be a greater understanding of different backgrounds. Hence, if you have multiple languages being 
spoken within your school (17 in contemporary Ridley), then that should be seen as promoting multiple oppor- 
tunities. It is the process of learning we need to tackle as we engage each other in new ways. Further academic 

) management is about discussion and debate which is inclusive of all those who have a stake in it. The world’s in- 
ability to predict the future has a very poor track record but, by 2031, we can be sure that the changes will be so 
profound that we will be shaken to our very core. 


The World Leading Schools Association pledges itself to the understanding that being well educated remains 
vital, and the usefulness of a Liberal Arts education has never been more important. Generally the conference 
agreed that the best schools in the world will keep internationalizing. The ethical and moral piece of education 
cannot be ignored in an age where the promotion of an ethical mind is hugely important. So, once again, we 
find ourselves back to the importance of promoting a service mentality. There seems to be a common under- 
standing that the consumer economy will work best when it is not driven by selfishness. Ridley hopes to nurture 
successful students who are competent, adventurous, knowledgeable and aware of their own skills backed up by 
character. Those with a trans-disciplinary perspective and the need to “draw out” not “cram in”. With Ridley’s 
membership in the WLSA we will be able to promote a combination of the West and China in a statement of 
global belief which brings the two closer together. Ridley has an important role to play within this concept.

Steffanie and Moe Bjorgan, who have a son with cere- 
bral palsy, started the organization because they wanted to create a place 
that would support and enhance the lives of people with special needs. This 
$5,000 grant will certainly help with this goal.

BISHOP 


It all began with an excited phone call from Nick Holmes. Nick is a 30 veteran of 
the Ridley faculty and a hard-core historian. Now that he is retired, he coaches 
rowing at a Welland high school and during an early morning commute up the 406 
Highway he spotted the old steps in the woods. These were installed in 1891 to 
connect the original Ridley campus on Yates Street to the Ridley property across 
the canal. His call lead Ridley Archivist, Paul Lewis and me to investigate. 


Although not visible from the top of the bank, the steps are directly behind the 
cannon. Over the years, erosion has washed away or buried the first 20 or so steps, 
but further down the slope we discovered some fine specimens, albeit part of the 
forest now. 


Pictured below is a photo taken of the campus in 1904 as construction of the new 
school neared completion. This building looks different today as we have the 
Gooderham Houses and Hamilton House in this area. The Memorial Chapel re- | 
placed the Chapel (far right) only 19 years later. That portion of the building then 
became the Assembly Hall. What appears to be a construction shed is in the cur- 
rent front circle location. 


The steps, 13 years old in the photo, go down the steep bank to the old Welland 
Canal/12 Mile Creek. A lift bridge enabled the students to cross the water and to 
move from the old campus to the new until the bridge was taken out by ice in 1912.

STUDENTS TOUCHED BY JAMAICA EXPERIENCE CG 


SERVICE TRIP LEAVES LASTING IMPRESSION 


In February, 21 students accompanied by Chaplain, Father Jason van Veghel-Wood and adult volunteers 
travelled to Jamaica, but not for the reason you may think. It wasn’t a vacation to a warm destination; it was 
an experience that gave new meaning to “being consumed in service.” 


At the beginning of the school year, Victoria Purcell ’11 introduced Ridley to the organization Missionaries of 

the Poor, an international monastic order of Brothers dedicated to serving the poorest of the poor. Her 
sister had gone to Jamaica a year before on a trip to M.O.P and Purcell wanted to get Ridley stu- 
dents involved. She enlisted the help of Father Jason who organized the logistics and inter- 
viewed the students interested in the trip. On the February long weekend, the group 
departed for Jamaica. 











Upon arriving in Kingston, Jamaica on February 17th, the first stop was Bethlehem 
Home, an orphanage for children. Of the 62 children in the orphanage, only six could 
walk; the other children spent the majority of their day in a crib. Jill Robinson ’11 said, 
“None of us really had any idea of what to expect, but from the moment we drove into 
the orphanage, everything became real. Walking into a 
dim-lit, gymnasium sized room, there were cribs lined 

up all along the room with aisles to walk down. We were 

given five minutes to take it all in before we started to dia- 
per, change and feed the children.” Robinson was truly 
touched by her experience, “It’s impossible to describe in 
writing the feeling that you get when you see the children for the 
first time. I stopped at one particular crib that read Cavena. She might 
have been around 9 or 10 years old, but had the body of a toddler. Her thighs 
were smaller than my wrists. She suffers from cerebral palsy. Cavena will never

Now the pastor at St. Andrew’s Kirk in Nassau, Bahamas, Bryn was 
the Senior Minister at St. Giles Kingsway Presbyterian Church in 
Toronto when he received a call in 2006 from his Ridley friend, Sean 
Donahue, from the Bahamas. Sean’s father had died and he wanted 
Bryn to perform the funeral in Freeport. It was that favour for a good 
friend that changed where Bryn calls home.

Bryn grew up in Niagara Falls and attended Ridley from grade 9 to 
his graduation in 1991. After Ridley, he attended the University of 
Western Ontario but found that he was bored and often skipped 
class. “Ridley had prepared me too well for university and I did not 
feel challenged”, he said. He was basing his course of study on 
classes that tended not to start too early in the day. By second year 
he decided he had to leave school or find a course that interested 
him and religious studies became his passion. Bryn graduated and went on to attend the now Tyndale Semi- 
nary (Master of Theological Studies) and then the University of Toronto (Knox College/ Master of Divinity). 


He began his career in 1998 with two churches, starting his Sundays in Beeton for the 9:30am service and then 
jumping into the car to drive to Tottenham (both north-east of Toronto) for 11:00am. Sometimes making the 
later service was a challenge, since the 
South Simcoe Railway, a restored steam 
train had a similar schedule, often beating 
him to the railway crossing. In mid 2002 he 
moved to St. Giles Kingsway where he 
stayed for the next eight years. It was during 
his tenure there that he received the call 
from Sean Donahue in the Bahamas and 
subsequently was invited back to the is- 
lands in the summers of 2007 and 2009 as a 
guest speaker. The Canadian apparently im- 
pressed enough people that when a spot 
came up in Nassau for St. Andrew’s Kirk they 
came calling. 


When Bryn was asked about the differences 
between working in Canada and Nassau his 
over-whelming thought was the huge socio- 
economic difference. “In the Bahamas the 
gap between the less wealthy and the

wealthy is huge”. “I have people who attend my church who do not have running water in their homes and 
others that live in mansions — you dont see that kind of gap in a parish in Canada,” he stated. 


As well as running a church, Bryn volunteers at an Urban Renewal Centre a few blocks from the church. He 
helps the children with their homework, plays sports and is well known for handing out Big Mac coupons, 
courtesy of one of his parishioners, to those children who correctly answer Bible questions. A local orphanage 
also benefits from his time and kindness. 


Life is good for Bryn and his wife Allison and eight year old daughter Anya in Nassau. He has a strong parish 
and counts a few Ridleians among his flock - Shannon Dunkley ‘97 and Julianna Phillips ‘00 attend St. An- 
drew’s Kirk. He has found his passion and is living his life with faith.

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A SEMESTER IN AFRICA 
NADINE BURGESS ‘09 TRADES IN HER TEXTBOOKS FOR LIBRARY BOOKS IN UGANDA @ 


When Nadine Burgess ’09 decided to spend a semester of school volunteering in Africa without receiving any 
university credits some people told her she was crazy — Why would you want to lose a semester of university? 
Her response -— It’s something I want to do, I have the time —- some people take vacations, but this is what I 
want to do! And so in mid-January, Burgess and four other students from the University of British Columbia 
left for Uganda. Burgess admits she didn't know much about the African country, but that did not stop her; she 
was not looking to be a tourist, but to be immersed in a new culture and experience the country. She was in- 
deed immersed - there was no running water and sometimes power failures for extended periods of time, she 
ate mostly beans, rice and plantains; she worked and became friends with the people, and she went on a safari 
where she saw the beautiful animals and flowers of the country. 


The students from UBC volunteered at local libraries developing a reading culture 
through literacy programs. The people in the village are busy doing chores and gathering 
——$-—=»=—"==-_—« Cater twice a day to clean and cook which doesn't leave much time for reading, but 
nd ood Burgess and her fellow students are trying to incorporate reading into their daily lives 
with the ultimate goal of making the library a central place of learning, for reading, at- 
tending health seminars and taking courses. Prior to leaving for Uganda, the group raised 
funds for two main initiatives: The Library Scholar Program and Afri-pads. 


Two students received scholarships from the funds raised, one male and one female high 
school student. In return for the scholarship money the students are required to work in 
the library for five hours a week to teach others how to use the library and as a relief for 
the already overstretched Librarian, Kaibo Ivan. 


The second initiative was Afri-pads. Many females in Uganda miss school for four to five 

days per month because of their period. A majority of females cannot afford sanitary | 
products or see it as a worthy investment. The days add up and a lot of girls end up drop- | 
ping out of school because of the time they miss. The UBC group with the help of Kaibo 

Ivan who worked at the library, visited all of the local high schools to promote and sell 
Afri-pads. Afri-pads are reusable pads that woman can wash and use for up to one year at 

a cost of $2.00. This is now an ongoing fundraising initiative for Burgess.

Burgess says her biggest take away from her experience in Africa is that it doesn’t take much to change some- 
one’s life — when the boy received the scholarship from the UBC students Burgess said he was completely over- 
whelmed and she truly knew they had made a difference in his life. Everyone can make a difference, big or 
little, internationally or at home - Burgess says it doesn’t take much, not even money necessarily- just time 
and by taking time out of pursuing her university degree she was able to make education possible for people 
in Uganda.

XY A DIFFERENT KIND OF DATE NIGHT 


You would imagine dealing with students six days a week would 
prove enough of a challenge to keep you home Saturday night, 
but for faculty members and spouses, Andrew and Kristine 
Corolis, their date night consists of feeding 80 to 140 people at 
Out of the Cold on Saturdays. 


The Out of the Cold program is a volunteer initiative that con- 
sists of host churches in partnership with other community 
groups to provide a hot meal, companionship and overnight 
shelter to those in need. Doors open at 6pm every evening from 
November | through March 30, seven nights a week. 


Andrew and Kristine volunteer a Saturday a month at Queen 
Street Baptist in St. Catharines. They work in the kitchen 
preparing the food - chili, and serving the clients. Their “date” 
runs from 2:30pm to 8:30pm the third Saturday of the month. “I know this sounds cliche, but we really get 
more out of it than we put in” said Kristine. “We have been doing this for about 15 years and have met some 
amazing people, both in the kitchen and those receiving the meal; their stories are extraordinary. It still 
touches me when someone to whom we have served a meal will come up afterwards and thank us, often 
asking why do you do this?” Kristine remembers a gentleman who would come and play the piano for the 
diners and it is not unusual for people who have leftovers from an event to drop by and donate that food. 
The St. Catharines Transit Company offers bus tokens to people who might have difficulty walking to one of 
the seven churches that hosts this event. And those who need a safe haven for the evening can stay over- 
night in the church. 





a) Over the years the clientele has changed. Kristine has noticed more families and younger people taking a 

meal and a bed. “I imagine that making the rent is the first priority and by the end of the month, there is lit- 
tle left over”, was Kristine’s observation. “Life hasn’t worked out the way they had planned and they just need 
a little help along the way.” 


Community service is an important value at Ridley. We hope as faculty members we lead by example. An- 
drew and Kristine Corolis are living the school motto and setting this example of service to others.

‘BioBob’ joined the Ridley faculty in 1984, coming from an already well-established teaching 
career of twelve years in Montreal. His energy, enthusiasm and passion for teaching made an 
immediate impact, as he revitalized the enrolment and interest in Biology and began a steady 
stream of graduates moving on to programmes in Life Science and Medicine which has con- 
tinued unabated to the present. Few teachers at Ridley have earned the kind of external vali- 
dation that marked Bob's career. Shortly after introducing the AP Biology course to Ridley, he 
was recognized by that organization as a master teacher, and was invited to become an AP 
reader and standards consultant. He brought Ridley international recognition by having our 
AP students involved in original research, sequencing DNA fragments that contributed to the 
Human Genome Project that was completed in the year 2000. This effort, together with testi- 
monials from students and colleagues alike earned Bob the Outstanding Biology Teacher 
Award, the Prime Minister’s Award for Science Teaching and, most recently, the Ontario Ge- 
nomics Award. He held the Hamilton Chair for Mathematics and Science at Ridley from 2003- 
2006, and was chair of the Prize Committee for 20 years. Not a bad resume! 





Bob will be missed for his accomplishments in the classroom, but also for his commitment as a true school- 
master. He loved coaching volleyball, which he did with the first team for many years, and was a dedicated 
advisor and duty master in Merritt North for 25 years. He gave selflessly of his own time to further enrich stu- 
dents in their passion for Biology beyond the Ridley gates, leading groups to locales as diverse as Bermuda, 
the rain forests of Costa Rica and, of course, the Galapagos Islands. 


Never one to rest on laurels, Bob will leave Ridley to take up a role as educational trainer for BioRad labs, 
travel extensively with wife, Cindy, and enjoy the growth of the families of his two children, Jennifer ‘04 and 
David. He will be truly missed, but we thank him for all his contributions and wish him well.

Teacher; coach; Housemaster; advisor; department head; mentor. The sphere of influence that Brian has had 
during his 35 years of service to Ridley College is immense.

When | arrived at Ridley as a green teacher 20 years ago, I was struck by Brian's passion and energy both in 
and out of the classroom. From day one, he pushed me to be a better teacher, and to take on roles outside of 
my comfort zone.

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Lieutenant Colonel George Thairs (1850-1924) is best known as the founder of Ridley's 
Cadet Corps which began in 1889, Ridley's first year. Before that, Thairs had worked as 
secretary and accountant for Dr. Theophilus Mack who had built the original Spring- 
bank Hotel on Yates Street in 1865. When the hotel became the school in 1889, Thairs 
came with the building to 
work for Principal The Rev. 
John Miller. 





Always interested in military affairs, Thairs also 
achieved distinction in the St. Catharines volunteer 
militia. In 1885 he became Lieutenant and Adjutant in 
the 19th Lincoln Battalion, Captain in 1889, Major in 
1898 and Lieutenant Colonel in 1899 and appointed its 
Commanding Officer. These militia undertakings gave 
him plenty of opportunities to don formal military at- 
tire including the now famous white pith helmet (with 
carrying case) pictured here. 


The helmet was salvaged by Dr. Earl D. Hunt of Yates 
Street from Colonel Thairs' old home across from Dr. 
Hunt's office when the Thairs’ home was demolished 
in 1927 to make way for a new house. Dr. Hunt passed 
the helmet on to his daughter who in turn passed it on 
to the Ridley Archives just recently.

YEAR END - SPORTS RECAP 


Sixteen CISAA Championship finals, eight CISAA Championship trophies, seven trips to the provincial cham- 
pionships and a school record of 301 wins. To say this was a great year for sport at Ridley would be an under- 

statement. The leadership shown by our graduating athletes and the dedication of our tireless coaching staff 

has made the 2010-2011 athletic campaign one of the best in the history of the school. 





Hints that this would be a special year were evident in the fall as our teams jumped out on top of most of the 
CISAA league standings early and held their ground to playoff time with 11 of the school’s 13 competitive 
teams earning spots in the championship playdowns. As the November break began, the hardware count was 
on with three CISAA championship gold (First Girls Basketball, 2nd Girls Field Hockey, U12 Boys Soccer) and 
two CISAA silver medals (U16 Boys Division III Soccer, Boys U14 Soccer) in the hands of Ridley athletes. The 
First Girls Basketball team would then go on a tremendous run at the OFSAA Championships in Welland to 
bring home the bronze medal; the first provincial bas- 
ketball medal in school history. 


Inspired by the fall success, the winter teams kept up 
the momentum with 12 of the school’s 16 competitive 
teams reaching the post season. Leading the charge 
were the First Girls and Boys Hockey teams who have, 
between them, posted 63 wins and earned six in sea- 
son tournament silver medals before the girls claimed 
their second NAPHA divisional crown and the boys 
earned CISAA silver in their first trip back to the finals 
since 1999. The rock of winter sports, the First Boys 
Basketball team was right back where they finished the 
2010 campaign making it back to the final of the pres- 
tigious St. Catharines Standard Basketball tournament 
(earning silver) before making a remarkable run at the 
provincial championships to bring home OFSAA silver. € 
° Not to be overshadowed by the Upper School, the 
CISAA Division Lower School teams continued their torrid winning streak with the boys capturing CISAA hockey gold while 
| Silver Medal : the Basketball team followed up with CISAA silver. The Lower School gymnasts also led the way to the CISAA 
all around compulsory championship before the Upper School team went on to OFSAA to earn the level II 
team silver medal. Finally, a trip to the Staples pool found the girls of the First Swim Team back on top of the 
CISAA again winning the Senior Girls Championship before leading the charge at OFSAA where the Tigers 
brought home five medals (one gold, three silver, one bronze). 





With tremendous Ridley success over the first two thirds of the year in the books, the member schools of the 
CISAA may have been hoping for a spring let down by the orange and black. That let down did not material- 
ize. 16 of the school’s 17 competitive teams found the post season in the spring with three more CISAA cham- 
pionships (U14 Tennis, U14 Boys Rugby, U12 Boys Softball) and four more CISAA silver medals (First Girls 
Soccer, First Girls Rugby, First Boys Rugby, First Girls Golf). First Girls Soccer, the new Developmental Boys 
Soccer team, and a co-ed Tennis team also qualified and represented Ridley at the provincial championships. 
These tremendous accomplishments were complemented by a true resurgence in Ridley Rowing. Not only 
were our boats competitive in the region, but both the Senior Men’s Heavy Eight and the Senior Women’s 
Quad traveled to the Stotesbury Cup and American Scholastic Regattas in Philadelphia to compete with the 
best the United States had to offer. At the end of a 10 day journey, the Girls had Stotesbury silver and just 
missed the podium finishing 4th at the American Championships while the boys were semi-finalists at Stotes- 
bury and silver medalists in the petite final (8th overall) at the American Championships. All of this before 
they came back to wow the home crowd at the Canadian Championships where the Senior Women’s Double 
earned silver, the Senior Women’s Quad earned bronze and the Men’s Heavy Eight finished 5th overall in the 
country. Certainly, this season represents very solid steps forward for all Rowing at Ridley. 


Much of this success has to be attributed to the graduating class. Its dedication and perseverance to compete 
and be successful in moments of great pressure and great excitement has made this year in sport at Ridley a 
very memorable one. Thank you, graduates of 2011. You have set the bar high and we look forward to having 
those who follow you endeavour to reach beyond the standard you have set.

his issue of the Tiger features an aerial photo of the campus taken in June by alumnus Dave Walker, 
class of 1983 (see interview below). If you turn to the back cover and look at the old rink - what we 
now refer to as the Fieldhouse, you will notice a section of the roof is missing. I could have Photo- 
shopped this in, but instead I thought I would explain the story behind it. 







On April 28th, winds reaching 124km an hour ripped through southern Ontario, hitting St. Catharines 
particularly hard. Power was lost (for up to three days in some areas), trees uprooted, a truck flipped on 
the QEW highway. Flying debris was everywhere including sections from the roof of the Fieldhouse. Be- 
cause of the hazards outside, the school was in lock down mode, meaning no one was to leave their classroom 
or the building until things settled down. 


I ventured out at lunch, sporting my construction helmet to have a look around. Large pieces of the roof were 
as far away as the Headmaster’s residence (front cover, far right). Adding to that, a number of Ridley’s fine 
trees, in particular pines, were uprooted and had to be removed. It is always sad to see a healthy tree come 
down. Thankfully, no serious damage was done and the students had some time off - computers do not work 
without power!
